DOYLESTOWN. 


September criminiil couit adjourned on 


Thursday evening after four dnyu hard work. 
Most of Ihe cuses disposed of were reported 
in Ihe GAZETTE of last week, nut the most 
interesting ti lal occurred loo late for publi- 
cation. It was that of the commonwealth 
aguinst Franklin aud Jennie Alien, charged 
with obstructing the course of public justice. 
It was alleged that the Aliens, who are 
liiother-in-law and sister ot murdered Annie 
JEdwaids, of Jamison, had wilfully hindered 
the officers of the law in their investigation 
of (he murder by withholding intormation 
and destroying valuable evidence. Thejury 
convicted the hiisliaud aud wife, but they 
were not sentencfd, us counsel will tile a 
motion for a new trial, taking exceptions 10 
the bill of indictment. This rase demon- 
strated most forcibly the folly of practicing 
deception, to say nothing more severe. It 
was shown by the evidence that after the 
murder.and while Franklin Allen had charge 
of the dead woman's Lome, some silver and 
money were taken from the house and after- 
wards returned when the detective in the 
case lold Allen that those who took the prop- 
erty had butter bring it bock. Allen denied 
that he had either taken or returned the 
property. - He and his wife admitted, how- 
ever, that the latter hail burned a diary be- 
longing to the dead woman, the excuse being 
that the conteuts of the book made the wife 
unhappy because it reflected upon her mur- 
dered sister's moral character. Allen pro- 
fessed to know nothing of the contents of Ihe 
book, aud slated that he hud nevei been suf- 
fioieuily interested iu it to read the daily rec 
ord of the murdered woman's life. 
He was 


interested, however, in some receipt books 
The court commented upon the fact that Mrs. 
Allen, when her husband and other men went 
to the house to discover what had happened 
after the dwelling had been closed a number 
of days, peimitted these men to go up stairs 
in search of her sister while she remained 
below, apparently feeling no concern. The 
court also referred lo the evidence as indi- 
cating that jealousy had been the motive of 
the murder rather than plunder. Allen's 
w;fe elated that her hnuband had been no- 
cuptoraed to visil the sister almost daily, 
while she, herself, was estranged from her 
siater, 
Allen also stated thut he usually vis- 


ited his sister iu-law two and sometimes 
three times a week. He called to see her the 
i?ckiay night it is asbumed that she nas mur- 
dered, and so far as is known was the last 
human being to see her aSive except the as- 
sassin or assassins. He did not call again 
after that Friday evening until the following 
Monday evening, at which time he was sent 
for by neighbors, who suspected that some- 
thing had gone wrong at the Edwards house. 
Allen failed to explain why his conduct

the popular vote.

to change the name of the order to "Uuitec 
Americans" aud submit the amendment to 
the various State Councils, in compliance 
with the law, tor their indorsement.

Bpecial Days Will Swell the Crowds In the 


Futme— Curious Chinese See the Ex- 
hibits—Life and Cslor on the Esplanade. 
Models of Battleships. 


riilladelohla. Sept. 26.—Interest in 


Ihe National Export exposition is con- 
fctanUy increasing. This is shown not 
only fn the very large attendance, 
which has been the rule for a weelc 
past, but In the arrangements being 
made by organizations, cities and in 
Bomo Instances states, for special days 
nt Hie exhibition. 


The fact that 25,000 people passed 


through the turnstiles to the exposi- 
tion grounds on Saturday is an indi- 
cation of tho increasing popularity or 
the iTeat industrial show. The various 
rail loads centering In Phlladelplha re- 
port a very wide interest along their 
lines, and expect to be compelled to 
mal<o special train arrangements at 
tlme>s during the continuation of the 
exposition. 


The 
difficulties heretotore In the 


way of the propwr display of exhibits 
which are intended to be In motion 
havo been removed by the supply of 
ample power, and the busy hum of 
machinery makes music now through 
all the buildings. This lends a charm 
to the exposition which for a few 
days after the opening was Inciting. 


Since the first day of the exhibition 


the most curious and Interesting vis- 
ItorH to the various exhibits have bwn 
furnished by the as yet incomplete 
Chinese village. There are some 400 
Chinamen, who have been Imported to 
raakp a display of the habits and cus- 
tomi of their country In a group of 
buildings on the Esplanade. As this 
village is not yet ready for the pur- 
posri for which it was intended, the 
Chinamen wander throuph the grounds 
and buildings, thus affording those who 
visit the exposition an opportunity to 
witness their native 
costumes and 


manners without the payment of a 
special fee of admission to the village. 
This state of things, however, will con- 
tinue- only a few days. In the mean- 
time the Chinese are constructing a 
Chinese quarter after the renl Chinese 
fashion and deporting themselves just 
us thny did In China a few weeks ago. 
At the Chinese restaurant there la 
"Chop Suay," "Tame Ones." "Boiled 
chicken and hirsts' nests," sharks fins 
and other Chinese delicacies. The dex- 
teritv with which a Chinese can use 
a clumsy weapon to perform a deli- 
cate operation has been strikingly il- 
lustrated In the kitchen of the villase, 
whero some of the cooks for want of a 
less clumsy Instrument were found 
tisinc a meat cleaver with which to 
pare potatoes, curling with this strange 
mak'mhlft a paring almost as thin as a 
piece of paper. 


Special days to tho exposition are 


belnp rapidly arranged for. The first of 
these will appear on Thursday and Fri- 
day, when the Tenth regiment, which 
has .lust returned from a gallant ser- 
vice In the Philippines, will visit the 
exposition as Its guests, and will be 
accompanied by the Third regiment, of 
this city. Colonel Birnett, who suc- 
ceeded to tho command of the regiment 
after the death of Colonel Hawkins, 
and who is the Republican candidate 
for state treasurer, will be In command 
of tho Tenth. The two regiments will 
take part in special exercises which 
will be held In the Auditorium on the 
29th. Although it is not officially given 
out, it Is probable that In the near fu- 
ture there will be a special Maryland 
day nrarnged for at which Governor 
Lowndes and Admiral Schley, who is 
n native of that state, will be th» ehtsf 
figure*. Of course It will be a big day 
when Admiral Dewey visits the show, 
which he may do soon after the of- 
ficial reception at Washington. Both 
New Jersey "and Delaware are contem- 
plating the arrangements for special 
state days, and other events of a sim- 
ilar character will follow. 


TLe music at the exposition is prov- 
ing a great popular success. 


The 
United 
States Marine band 


closed Jts first engagement of two 
weeks on Saturday evening, when Pro- 
fessor Santelmann, the leader of the 
band, gave a splendid "request" con- 
cert. 
Two band concerts are being 


given daily, one in the afternoon and 
one In the evening, which are supple- 
mented by special organ recitals by 
eminent organists, each day at hours 
when the band concerts are not in 
progress. The Marine band was suc- 
ceeded on Monday by Sousa, who has 
his splendid musical organization here 
for a week for two concerts a day 
also, nnd will be succeeded by Fritz 
Scheel's band, the United States Ma- 
rine band and Damrosch's orchestra 
successively. 
The Banda Rossa and 


J-nnes' band will also participate in 
these concerts later. 


Speaking of music is a reminder that 


there 1s also music of a varied and 
certain sort on the Esplanade. Those 
who are curious to observe what rag- 
time is in its accentuated and terrible 
form listen to the drum and samar 
•which announce to the distracted mul- 
titude in front of the Egyptian theater 
the attractions of that enticing resort. 
Rag-time has been described as ec- 
centric time i« music—musical notes 
cut up haphazard—but possessing pos- 
sibilities of melody as well as elements 
of ear splitting exasperation. 
The 


crazy Egyptian drum and shrill samar 
furnish all the eccentricities possible 
to a musical note and lend to the Es- 
planade the diversion of rag-time run 
wild. When half a dozen screamers, 
the brass band of the Hagenback show, 
thp clang of the old plantation bell, 
the harsh and inharmonious alarm of 
the Cniro music and an occasional 
trumpeting of the astonished elephant 
all fall upon the buoyant air of the 
Esplanade at on» and the same mo- 
ment the effect may be imagined; it 
is Impossible of description. 


Among the new and Interesting ex- 


hibits which were brought to the ex- 
position last week 
and 
effectively 


mounted are the models of four of the 
great battleships which destroyed Cer- 
vera's fleet at Santiago. These mod- 
els are perfect to the minutest detail, 
and strike the eye beyond a line or 
bisected IS inch shells, such as put an 
end to the flight of the Christobal Co- 
lon, and which can be projected from 
the decks of the Oregon and ships of 
that character for a distance of 13 
miles. These models are in the south 
pavilion of the Main building, and at- 
tract as much attention as any exhibit 
In the building. They are from the 
Cramps' shipyard, where the vessels 
were built, and their chief value and 
Interest Is In the accuracy and detail 
of tbeir construction. A very interest- 
ing display of relics of the Spanish 
war, many of them from the harbor of 
Manila, and some of them from the 
heights of San Juan, is made la an- 
other part of the Main building. 


Additional attractiveness is given to 


the exposition in the evenings by the 
fine illumination of the Esplanade and 


_ of 
the 
buildings themselves. 
The 
lighting of the buildings and grounds 
Is Important not only from a spec- 
tacular view, but Because it affords a 
fine opportunity for the study of arti- 
ficial Olumlnatlon," by, contrasts of all 
of the systems now In use.

CHINESE FRESH_FROM CHINA. 


Oriental Habits, Dress and Customs Strik- 


ingly Shown on the Exposition 


Esplanade. 


Howver interesting the street way 


of the Esplanade, or "midway," at the 
Philadelphia Export exposition may be, 
thousands daily confess their convic- 
tion that the scenes behind the walls 
are of still greater Interest. 
Paying 


an extra cash consideration to pass 
In and investigate, they find In the 
Chinese village much that will repay 
their curiosity. This artificial village 
is peopled by Chinese, who have come 
to it directly from their Canton and 
Fowcbow homes, and have had no op- 
portunity to lose the dlstlnctiveness 
of their nationality and domestic hab- 
its and occupations. They have con- 
structed a Chinese quarter after the 
real Chinese fashion, and they deport 
themselves just as they did in China 
a few weeks ago. The Chinese restax 
rant, with its "chop suey," 
"tarn 


dice," "boiled chicken and 
bird 


nests," "sharks' fins," and what no 
Is the only thing about the 
villag 


which is reminiscent of Race stree 
and there is not the suggestion o£ rat1 
stew about the place, yet one can pro 
cure here all the Chinese delicacie 
that he would expect to find in Canton 
which are prepared by a Canton cools 
who never cooked a meal outside o 
China until he arrived at the exposi 
tion grounds. 


The dexterity with which a Chines 


can use a clumsy weapon to perform f 
delicate operation has been striking!} 
illustrated in the kitchen of the vil 
lage, where some of the cooks, fo. 
want of a less clumsy Instrument, were 
found iif-lng a meat cleaver with whicl 
to pare potatoes, curling with 'this 
strange makeshift a paring almost as 
thin as a piece of paper. This is but 
one evidence of the cleveiness with 
which these deft people perform their 
domestic operations. 


Th(! -wonder of the Chinese at the 


exhibits in the main building, which 
seem to have a marvelous attraction 
for them, is not greater than their 
•wonder at the performances iu the 
"old 
plantation," where a colony oi 


negro "marnmys," their husbands anc 
their pickaninnies go through 
the 


queer antics of the southein cakewalk, 
dances, i-ongs and curious gyrations of 
their old slavery days. It must be con- 
fessed that an old plantation bell and 
the imitation of some log and mud 
cabins are the only inanimate sug- 
gestions of southern slave life, but the 
men and women and the pickaninnies 
are the real thing. One of the "mam- 
mys" has short kinky hair as white 
as a buist cotton pod; lips half as 
large as her forehead and a mouth 
which actually extends from ear to 
ear. 


Near the plantation, 
the 
official 


photographer of the exposition will 
take the visitor's photograph In the 
twinkling of an eye. In the nearby 
show house one pays to see the birth 
of the American flag. Two great res- 
taurants with amply supplied bars; 
several low priced, but enticing lunch 
cafes, a score of lemonade and soda 
water fountains. Ice cream saloons and 
candy shops are interspersed up and 
down either sidewalk. 


The bloody encounter between a

which afforded a half hours' excite- 
ment the other day, gives some idea 
of what mpy be found In the Hagen- 
back arena. 
Although episodes like 


this are not a part of the regular per- 
formance, there is enough excitement 
in the Hagenback exhibitions to satisfy 
the most ardent admirer of realistic 
wild beast shows. 
The lolling and 


languid beauties of the east who serve 
bewitching smiles. Mocha coffee and 
Turkish cigarettes in proportion to the 
generosity of the visitors at the Cairo 
Coffee Parlors, are free to the publi 
gaze. Their faces and their costume 
are both aflame with color. They ar 
beautiful at a distance. Those win 
come within the charm of their eye 
declare that they are also bewitchin 
upon closer inspection. 


In the theater attached to the cafe

How Mexicans Roll Cigarette*. 


"It requires a great deal of skill to roll 


a cigarette a la Mexicana," Ka 
;cl a tobac- 


co dealer, "and I've watched the natives 
do it many a time without being nble to 
imitate the performance. 
The average 


Mexican, from peon to upper middle 
class, carries a handful of granulated to- 
bacco wrapped up in a piece of lag or 
the corner of a handkerchief. When he 
wants to smoke, which is about every 
five minutes, he pi educes, let us any. u 
bit of husk, spreads a pinch of tobacco ou 
it lengthwise and twists it into n cylinder 
by, giving it a sort of sidelong slap 
against his thigh. How he iinpaits the 
necessary i oiling motion I was never able 
tcruudei stand, and granulated tobacco is 
much more difficult to manipulate than 
the ordinary long cut. 


"White paper for cigarette making is 


almost totally unknown once you cross 
the Rio Gi ancle, and Amencan tobacco 
houses doing a large business in the re- 
public have found it necessary to substi- 
tute blown foi their Mexican trade. The 
kind best lilted is the common brown 
straw paper chiefly used in this countiy 
by butcheis and grocery for wrapping up 
parcels. It has a slight flavor that soon 
becomes rather pleasant thau otherwise." 
—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Great Display of Agricultural Implements 


•at the Philadelphia Exposition. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 26.—Machinery 


that saves money for the farmer and 
enables him to economize in the matter 
of time is ns varied as that in any line 
of manufat ture. but it is only when 
the modern in agricultural implement*, 
is brought together, from time to time, 
that the sturdy tiller of the soil Is 
enabled to form an idea as to the ad- 
vancement that is being made in the 
direction of lightening his burden by 
diminishing his hours of toil and the 
cost in dollars and cpnts of production 
An exhibition that will forcibly im- 
press upon the farmer the progress 
that has been made In the past few 
years along the line of soil tilling and 
harvesting mechanism is presented at 
the Philadelphia National Export ex- 
position, an entire building 160 by 
450 feet being devoted almost exclu- 
sively to this purpose. 


In this spacious structure are shown 


the indispensable cultivator, combin-

GAIETY OF THE ESPLANADE. 


Amuiement Features of the National Ex- 


port Exposition That Make the Place 


a Fascinating Resort. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 26.—The story of 


the Esplanade of the National Export 
exposition has BO far been told only in 
lighter episodes It has been frequent- 
ly miscalled the "playground" of the 
exposition. In other ways it has been 
referred to as "a pleasure pathway." 
To be paradoxical it may be said that 
it is neithei, yet both. It is a play- 
jround for the few; it is a pleasantway 
for all who admire the picturesque 
nnd trifling sidelights of a great en- 
terprise like the Export exposition as 
a relaxation from its more sanous as- 
pects. 


The Esplanade is a name given to 


he splendid broad path planned and 
executed with great skill to be both 
an entrance road to the 
exposition 


Buildings and a highway upon which 
he places of lighter amusements open, 
t diffeis from the Chicago "midway" 
—of which one is reminded-by its gen- 
ral appearance and suroundings—in 
hat it has not been thrust to one side, 
ut greets the visitor immediately 
pon his passage of the turnstile, and 
s in many ways more attractive and 
nlivening. The Esplanade is 80 feet 
ide i and 800 feet long, approaching 
le mam building of the exposition 
rom the South street or chief entrance 
o the grounds in a graceful curve. It 
s divided into two parts, each 30 feet 
vide, separated by a series of gardens 
f flowers and plants, 20 feet in width 
The native blossoms and evergreen 
and choice flora from southern climes, 
with their rich colors and exquisite 
beauty of texture and foliage 
with 


v/hlch these swards are adorned, assist 
in making a striking line of demarka- 
tion down the entire length of the 
landscape from the entrance gate to 
the lofty front of the main building. 


The low structures, various and ec- 


centric in architecture, which fringe 
either patb of the Esplanade, present 
an irregular sky line to the eye and 
the general effect is fantastic. 
Their 


fronts are gaudy, and are decorated 
with bold proclamations in gorgeous 
lettering or grotesque paintings, more 
noticeable for their beguiling combina- 
tions of hues and attitudes than for 
their artistic merit. In keeping with 
all of the details of the Esplanade the 
entrance way to these buildings—the 
show houses of the lighter pleasures 
of th'e exposition—are a bazaar 
in 


themselves, and during the 
active 


hours of the day offer fine opportuni- 
ties for the study qf the odd and fanci- 
ful eftects of a heterogeneous gathering 
of various languages and the many 
tricks of the ever fertile showman. 


As the visitor advances along the 


Esplanade circling towards the broad 
white palaces of the exposition, the 
beautiful facade of the main building 
opens gradually to his vision, until it 
finally unfolds to the full sweep of the 
eye m all its fine detail. 
On either 


cuib line of the Esplanade 
leading 


from the entrance to the main build- 
ing is a row of branching gaslamps 
:f artistic design and through the cen- 
ter of the way a double row of lamps 
of elaborate workmanship. At night 
:he illumination from these lamps, in- 
.ensified by a great stream of light 
Tom the electrical decorations on the 
'ront of the mam building and the 
masses of incandescent electrical lamps 
upon the Esplanade structures them- 
selves, is brilliant and 
enchanting 


Through this flood of light from below 
he 200 opalescent globes, which decor, 
ate the tops of the flagstaffla on the 
main building, and the hundreds of 
ncandesceut lamps which hang upon 
he cornices of the grand facade, mark 
a double line of fire from above. 


The Oriental flavor and mystic im- 


pressions given by the multi-colored 
garments of the eastern denizens of the 
esplanade mingle 1n a somewhat be- 
wildering but pleasing confusion with 
the equally variegated 
beauty 
and 


greater sprightliness of the gowns and 
gewgaws of the women of more famil- 
iar countries who constitute a very 
important and considerable part of the 
Esplanade throng. Light and life and 
gayety is everywhere, and the utter- 
most good humor, enlivened by the
